Court Overrules State Election Board; Decision 
Is Acclaimed as Victory for Democratic

BOSTON, Sept. 18.—Court action, backed by a vigorous 
protest movement with national support, today reversed a 
ruling by the State Ballot Law Commission and upheld the 
right of the Communist Party to appear on the ballot in the 


November: elections. 
Judge Collins of the State Su- 
preme Court handed Gown a deci- 


sion in which he declared the pro- 


ceedings of the Ballot Law Commis- 
sion invalidated and its decree void. 

Spokesmen for the Communist 
Party hailed the decision as a vic- 
tory for democratic rights and 
planned to intensify the Party's 
election activities a hundredfold. 
They predict a greater vote for 
Communist candidates than any in 
the history of the state. 

There is no appeal against Judge 
Collins’ ruling.

The failure of the Ballot Law 
Commission to give the notice to 
the petitioners invalidated the pro- 
ceedings of the Ballot Law Commis- 
sion and rendered its decree void.”

His father at the Viadeck Houses 
was heartbroken at the loss of his 
only son. He explained that his son 
often absented himself for long pe- 
riods because he was ashamed to 
ask for help.

General headquarters of the Ital- 
lan armed forces said that raids on 
the Egyptian coast had caused fires 
and added that a fuel depot had 
been blown up.

International,” 
curiously enough, carried the sig- 
nature of the notorious Alfero 
Siqueiros, who appears to be deep- 
ly involved in the attack upon 
Trctzky last May.

Campa, for- 
mer Party secretary, who was ex- 
pelled at the last Congress of the 
Communist Prrty of Mexico on 
charges of treason. Both signa-

The German embassy building 
had been damaged by bomb concus- 
sion more than a score of times this 
year and was set afire during a 
Japanese bombing raid in May, 
1939. It had not suffered a direct 
hit until today, however.

Under such circumstances there would be 
no shortage of news and the censor would 
not be a bogeyman, What really irks the 
Times is the fact that it has been unable 
_ to get the falsehoods which it demanded of 
Ats correspondent.

_@ censor on untruths. The censor on the 
* news sits in the editorial offices of the 
N. v. Times. 
The Times also complains that its previ- 
* correspondent, Harold Denny, was very 
unhappy in Moscow. Denny was such an 
iconscionable liar that when the truth came 
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out about the Finnish campaign, the N. Y. 
Times itself was compelled to eat Mr. Den- 
ny’s wild words. It would be impossible for 
a man like Denny to find the slightest hap- 
piness in a Socialist society. 

It might be remarked in passing that the 
capitalist press of all countries has gener~ 
ally seen fit to send as correspondents into 
the- Soviet Union men who, in addition to 
“reporting,” had other assignments from 
the intelligence service at home. 

It is curious that the Times has no com- 
plaint to make about the censorship in capi- 
talist countries, especially Great Britain. 
There it accepts official statements as the 
gospel truth. Its correspondents in London 
have little difficulty with the censor for both 
the British War Office and the N. Y. Times 
are partners in a joint attempt to keep the 
truth about this imperialist war from the 
people. 


The War Crowd Divulges 
Another Vital Secret 


„The war-makers have graciously decided 
to let the American people in on another 
secret. 


That plans were being perfected to mobi- 
lize American women for war—and dropped 
only because “it might appear too drastic” 
has just been revealed by Col. Julius Ochs 
Adler who divides his time between the New 
York Times and the office of the Secretary 
of War. 

Ochs, who is one of the original inspirers 
of the Wadsworth-Burke Conscription Bill, 
told members of the New York League of 
Business and Professional Women that the 
scheme to drag millions of women into Amer- 
ica’s war machine was discussed prior to the 
drafting of the conscription bill. It was only 
temporarily dropped, he asserted, but is now 
again under consideration“. . . depending 
upon developments in Europe.” 

Col. Ochs made his disclosure not at a 
gathering of working women who generally 
feel the full brunt of war, but addressed him- 
self to the ladies of his own class who ex- 
pressed the greatest enthusiasm for war— 
on behalf of the working women of America. 

The plan to conscript women gives the 
lie to the assertion that the Burke-Wads- 
worth measure is purely for “national de- 
fense.” It proves that the ruling class is 
sedulously following the Hitler technique of 
enslaving the entire population as part of 
its program of imperialist aggrandizement. 

It serves the additional purpose of intensi- 
fying the war hysteria being utilized to drive 
the country down the road to fascism. The 
American people must recognize this sinister 
move for what it is! 


The People Cannot 
Trust Them 


„ The big American corporations which, 
through their newspapers, yell loudest about 
“saving democracy” from Hitlerism, are the 
very ones that did most to build up the Ger- 
man war machine by exporting war mate- 
rials of all kinds. And today these corpo- 
rations, like General Electric and General 
Motors, still have their interests and 
branches in Germany and continue to make 
fat profits there. 

Senator Wheeler’s resolution to probe 
the international connections of American 
munitions firms, throws a revealing light on 
the way big capital sees a blood-brother in 
the capitalists of other countries even when 
it engages in commercial war with them. 
We know, for example, that French capital- 
ists were doing businéss at a nice profit 
with Germany even right up to the fall of 
France, while they were sending the work- 
ing people out to die on the battlefields. 

Although the immediate interests of 
American capitalism tie it up with British 
capitalism for the time being, it could make 
the switch to the other side if it saw that 
American imperialism could be served better 
that way. Incidentally, the tie-up between 
American and British capital is well worth 
investigating. 

Earl Browder has charged that a big 
French industrialist and close personal friend 
of Marshal Petain is now secretly touring 
American munitions and armaments plants 
after a visit to Defense Commissioner Stet- 
tinius.. The American people cannot afford 
to place their fate in the hands of corpora- 
tions who know only one loyalty—the al- 
mighty dollar. 


On the Doorstep 
Of the Shipowners 


The indictment of Jerome (Madieros) 
King for the murder of an NMU seaman, 
throws a ghastly light on the recent attacks 
upon the martime union by the shipowners 
and the Dies Committee. 

King was expelled some time ago by the 
union as an agent of the owners. He is the 
second such expelled agent now up on mur- 
der charges. William McQuistion, the pet of 
the Dies Committee, is awaiting trial on 
charges of murder of an NMU official in New 
Orleans. (The Dies Committee helped Mc-

The Japanese people are in motion; that is the meaning of this wave 
of fear that is sweepirg the Japanese imperialists.

I believe this situation in Japan throws some light on the reluctance

if they helped Hitler and Mussolini to grow, these might become dan- 
gerous imperialist rivals. On the other hand, if British capitalists per-
